IMPACT Community 

Action is a Franklin County non-profit agency dedicated to piloting and creating innovative strategies 

that provide opportunities for vocational training and certification, career readiness, workforce 

development, asset development, computer literacy, financial freedom crisis intervention and 

empowerment.

SUPPORTING AFFORDABLE HOUSING: Councilmember Jaiza Page, chair of the Housing Committee, is 

sponsoring ordinance 2353-2018 to authorize the Director of the Department of Development to 

transfer of one parcel located at 980 Cleveland Ave. to King Avenue Properties, LLC, to rehabilitate the 

property into a multi-family unit. This land bank property is a part of the Land Reutilization program and

It is an annual celebration that brings together 

thousands of people in a series of local events that celebrate and promote understanding and 

collaboration between all members of our community.
